STIMSON SPEAKS FOR WARD AT 
GLENDORA MEETING. 
— — 
Says in Effect That Hartwell. Was 
Forced to Abandon the Fight for 
an Easier Job in an Effort of “Push” 


Bosses to Keep Incumbent from 
Assessor's Place. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

GLENDORA, Oct. 29.—A rousing 
meeting was held at the packing- 
house tonight under the auspices of 
the Non-Partisan county organization. 
Attorney Rolfe Bidwell presided, and 
the speakers included Lewis A. Groff 
and C. F. McNutt, candidates for Su- 
perior Judges; Dr. James F Booth, 
candidate for Coroner, and Marshal! 
Stimson, candidate for the Assembiy 
in the Seventy-fourth District. The 
packing-house was filled with an at- 
tentive and an appreciative audience. 

The most effective speech of the 
evening was made by Mr. Stimson, 
who took up and discussed in detail 
contained in a circutar 
denouncing Ben E. Ward, presen: 
County Assessor, and candidate for re- 
election. 

Mr. Stimson warmly resented the

PIONEER DIES. 


Perry, Lumber Merchant and 
‘Financier, Expires. 


End Comes After Illness of 
Number of Weeks. 


From Poor Beginning Rose 
to Be Millionaire. 
— — 


William Hayes Perry, a ploneer of 
pioneers of this city, one of the most 
successful lumber dealers on the Coast, 
and a masterful man whose influence 
and backing has been felt for fifty 
years in the development of Southern 
California, died last night at 11:40 
o'clock at his home in St. James Place. 


WILLIAM HAYES PERRY. 


Mr. Perry’s lliness began weeks ago. 
For days he was in a state of coma, 
and never regained consciousness. . 

At the age of 21 Perry reached Los 
Angeles, penniless, footsore and in tat- 
tered garments. He died worth min- 
ions. The insignia of financial success 
is stamped in large character upon his 
life. 

Mr. Perry was born in Newark, 0. 
October 7, 1632. Here he obtained such 
schooling as was possible at that early 
date and then learned the cabinet- 
maker's trade. He learned it so well 
that it proved the foundation of his 
life work and financial success. His 
mind became fired by tales of gold in 
the Far West. and attaining his ma- 
jority, he the hand of adven- 
ture, resolutely faced the hardship of 
the plains and started for California 
overland with the late ayo Hollister 
of Santa Barbara. In 1853 with stock, 
sheep, cattle and horses ear. fought 
their way westward. 

The emigrant party was made up at 
Council Bluffs. Iowa, and consisted of 
fifty men and five women. The Mis- 
sourt River was at Bennett's 
Ferry, south of Council Bluffs. Then 
the path lay by way of Salt Lake; 
thence by the southern trall to San 


| Bernardino and Los Angeles. They ar- 


rived in this city in February, 1854. 
During the journey a rifie was often 
at the shoulder of young Perry, for 
Indians, coveting the lie stock, at- 
tacked the party at different points 
along the way. | 

HIS ARRIVAL HERE. 

Many friends will now recall Perry's 
story of that arrival in Los Angeles. He 
was, in his own words, worn out, dead 
broke and almost naked.” Boldly he 
walked into a store and frankly told 
the merchant his story. “I want the 
cheapest suit of clothes you have, and 
my face must be your security for pay- 
ment until I get a start,” he said. The 
proprietor caught the glint of steel in 
the clear eye and noted the resolute, 
aquare jaw of the young stranger, and 
not only trusted him for a plain work- 
ing suit, but also insisted that he take 
a second and better sult to wear to 
church on Sunday. Perry never for- 
got the kindness of this man. 

Gold was not found lying’ in the 
streets, and, although a mere boy, - 
ry made use of his tools, and, in less 
than a year, opened the furniture 
store in Los Angeles. th the arti- 
cles he manufactured and with ship- 
ments received from San Francisco, he 
secured a complete assertment in his 
line, and held the trade, without com- 
petition, for four years. 

In 1856 he took in a partner, Brady 


by name, and, two years later. when 


Mr. Brady died, the late Wallace Wood- 
worth entered the firm. which for 
twenty-five years was Perry. Wood- 
worth Co. Fifteen years of hard work 
earned a splendid capital, and in 1873 
the furniture factory was expanded into 
a lumber yard and mill, located on 
Commercial street, on the property now 
occupied by the big modern plant 
erected after a disastrous fire about 
six years ago. 

On the death of Wallace Woodworth, 
the enterprise was incorporated as the 
W. H. Perry Lumber and Mill Com- 
pany. corporation owns its own 
timber lands at various points on the 
Coast, and has its own logging camps, 
sawmills, vessels, wharves and spur 
tracks to railroads. It handles more 
than 100,000.000 feet of lumber annually. 

In 1865 Perry. Woodworth & Co... 

with others, oneaniz@# a company for 
the first manufacture of gas in this 
city, Mr. Perry was president of this 
company for five years, and sold out 
at a big profit. This firm imported and 
set in motion the first steam engine 
ever seen in Los Angeles, With the 
coming of prosperity, this progressive 
man of business launched his energy 
into many lines of business. He and 
his associates orwanized the Humholdt 
Lumber Company at San Pedro: the 
Pioneer Lumber and Mill Company at 
Colton; the Los Angeles Storage, Com- 
misston and Lumber Company and the 
Cosmopolie Mill and Trading Com- 
pany of Washington. 

IN WATER AND BANKS. 


In 1879 Perry was elect 
President and 
Los Angeles City Water Company and 
heid that position until 1902, when the 
company’s lease of the waters of the | 
Los Angeles River expired and the 
city bought the business for $2,900,000 
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Perry served as president of the Crys- 
tal Springs Land and Water Com- 
pany and the Ventura Valley Water 
and Improvement Company. He was 
at all times a firm believer in a great 
future for Los Angeles, and made 
many judicious investments in real es- 
tate and became one of the heaviest 
taxpayers in the city. He went inte 
the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank 
at an early date in its history, and had 
been, through all its years of progress 
and success, one of the substantial 
shareholders of the institution, a di- 
rector of its affairs most of the time 
To his mature and sound business 

dgment his associates have always 
ent an attentive ear. 

When his friend, I. W. Hellman. was 
induced to rempve to San Francisco 
and take the presidency of the Nevada 
Bank in that city; Mr. Perry became 
a stockholder in that and also in the 
Unton Trust Company. another insti-+- 
tution under Mr. Hellman's guidance, 
When the ol] industry came into ‘bé- 
ing. Perry was one of the first to lend 
ald to its development. The Reed Off 
Company, the Slocum on Company, 
the Kern Ol Company and the West- 
ern Union Ol Company all felt the in- 
fluence of his business acumen. 

Mr. Perry married Miss Elizabeth 
M. Dalton, whose immediate family 
and their relatives were pioneer set- 
tlers in Los Angeles city and county. 
The widow and two daughters, Mra 
Mrs. K. PF. Johnson, 
Jr., were at the beflside of the de- 
voted husband and father when he 
breather his last.

NOT THERE, SAYS BEEBE. 

Hearing of her intention yesterday 
The Times undertook to trace the 
whereabouts of Mrs. Kanst's latest 
effort.

Mr. Beebe seemed to be unaware 
that the city is festooned in every di- 


rection with biliboards placed on top 


of billboards, the original structures 
belng ten feet in height, and the com- 
rs extending much higher. 

“We are sadly in need of additional 
legisiation in regard to billboards in 
this city,” he explained, “and we have 
often made such recommendations. The 
present -ordinance is Inadequate, I fear, 
to cover all cases where light gns 
are attached to the original billboard.

legally-constituted government unable 
or unwilling to maintain order and 
protect life and property, and its law- 
abiding, decent citizens went back to 
the first principle of government—the 
right of the people to resist invasion 
of their natural rights by criminals— 
and took control of affairs through 
committees of public safety.

It is one thing to recognize the fact 
that events in San Francisco.are mov- 
ing rapidly toward a condition that 
may evolve inevitably a vigilance com- 
mittee as the only salvation of the city, 
and quite another to urge now the 
formation of such a committee and the 
execution of criminals who are a 
greater menace to society and civiliza- 
tion than the Black Hundreds of 
Southern Russia. 

Until the efficacy of the law and 
the courts has been tested to the utter- 
most and found/unavailing, there need 
be no noosing of ropes for the Ruefs.

BE A CITY?

Boundaries, as Projected, Embrace 
a Large Area of the Alamitos Bay 
r A 


Keep it from Becoming 
a Part of Long Beach Municipality. 


— 


LONG BEACH, Oct. 29.—It became 
known in Long Beach today that a 
movement is on foot to incorporate 
Naples, including in the territory all 
the suburban neighborhoods of Long 
Beach. The boundaries as outlined 
take in ail of Alamitos Bay and Na- 
ples, the limits running north along 
the Orange-county line, thence west 
north of Signal Hill to Cherry and 
south on Cherry to Long Beach's city 
limits, following those lines on south 
to the ocean: The projectors of the 
new town claim that the vote of Ala- 
mitos Bay and Naples will outcount 
any opposition that may be expected 
from suburban residents of Long 
Beach. Thé statement is openly made 
that there will be no prohibition strings 
attached to the new city. If the incor- 
poration plan is carried out, it will et- 
fectually check any further growth of 
Long Beach to the east and north- 
east. The work has so far been under 
cover and was only revealed today by 
the promoters approaching a man who 
was not in favor of any change in 
liquor restrictions in this part of the 
county. 

NEW JAIL IN SIGHT. 
Long Beach is to have a moSern 
jail. The present calaboose, which 
consists of two steel cells moored in a 
dark, illy-ventilated room in the rear 
of the City Hall, has long been a dis- 
grace to this town, and has occasion- 
ally proved entirely inadequate. 
If more than two prisoners were 
brought in they were compelled to 
stay in the corridor with naught but 
a wooden door between them and free- 
dom. Grand jury after grand jury has 
commended the jail quarters for clean- 
liness, but suggested better ventila- 
tion and more protection, which orders 
were not obeyed because the city had 
not the money. 
In the new jail will be eight steel 
cells of punched sheet steel and each 
7x9 feet. They will lock automatically 
from a lever outside the cell room door 
and each cell can be opened from the 
outside the same way. In addition 
there will be a woman’s ward, and a 
padded cell for insane persons. A 
surgical equipment, including medi- 
eines, will be one of the modern fea- 
tures. The improvements will cost 
about $6000 and will be begun at once, 
submitted plans having been accepted 
at the last session of the Trustees. | 
VETERAN PREACHERS GATHER. 


Long Beach, by reason of its “Sng 
the home of Chautauqua,.camp meet- 
ings and religious conventions, has 
probably among its population more 
retired ministers than any other city 
of its size in the United States.
